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Council goes back to drawing board after citizen protest

An explosion of residents hit city hall, both 
personally and on the phone, after they had 
received their water bills this week and city staff, 
at the request of the City Council, came up with 
an alternative billing plan which delays water rate 
surcharges during two summer months of 1994. 
These exorbitant bills reflected the "substantial 
rate increase, 182 percent," necessary for pay 
back purposes. 

In February, 1994, the results of an audit of 
the city’s finances revealed that the Water Depart¬ 
ment had completed infrastructure improvements 
that were beyond the city’s means. So the Water 
Department borrowed approximately $500,000 


from the Community Redevelopment Agency 
(CRA) and about $800,000 from the Sewer De¬ 
partment to refill its coffers. That came to $1.3 
million. The audit also concluded that existing 
water rates were insufficient to cover annual 
operating expenses. 

Operating costs had risen as a result of state 
drinking water requirements, the substantial cost 
of repairing and replacing a deteriorating water 
infrastructure as well as the additional cost of debt 
service, $285,000 in 1994 assumed by the depart¬ 
ment as a result of a 1988 bond issue. The bond 
allowed Sierra Madre to complete many critical 
water projects from 1989 to 1992. The bond 


covenant stated that the city would adjust rates 
during the debt service to ensure that rates would 
be lecovered for operations. This assurance to 
bond holders was to make sure the city would 
meet the financial terms of the obligation. This 
was not done. 

The department also experienced a loss of 
water revenue from the decreased water sales 
during the drought years. 

Analysis pointed to a need for the base per 
unit water rate to be set at $1.39 per 100 cubic 
feet of water, a 182 percent rate increase. 

Why the need for the increase? To fund 
$285,000 in annual debt service not recovered and 


to ensure that the debt ratio was covenanted by the 
1988 Revenue Bond as well as assuring that the 
annual water revenue would match annual operat¬ 
ing costs. 

At this point, the Water Department owes 
about $468,000 (plus interest) to the Community 
Development Agency and it has used about $797,- 
566 of the Sewer Department’s General Fund cash 
reserves. 

Why did this happen? City staff points to 
"poor accounting of the financial position of the 
Water Department, poor cash flow resulting from 
artificially low rates and an overstatement i>f

As of Monday, Sept. 12, Thornton and 
Brown filed a request for a ballot title and summa¬ 
ry.

The Writ of Mandate, written by Thornton 
and Brown, was reviewed by Judge O’Brien 
Thursday, Sept. 8. 

City Attorney Martin also said that it was 
"nice to be vindicated...They (initiative petition 
authors) didn’t do it right. The city clerk has the 
jesponsibility-^if-determiiung whether or not the 
initiative was correct and she made her decision 
when she found nine deficiencies. The court 
upheld her position. The part (of the initiative) 
that the judge found first was the failure to identi¬ 
fy the city attorney’s analysis. When the judge 
found that it killed the rest of the initiative." 


Martin said he had "mixed emotions," and 
continued, "I don’t like to fight an initiative and 
oppose the will of the electorate but on the other 
hand it’s not a petition unless it’s done right. I 
have deep roots here; I’ve been representing 
Sierra Madre for 35 years. I don’t like us getting 
into this kind of altercation when they could have 
brought this as a referendum in the first place." 

He pointed out that they chose not to do that 
because it wouldn’t have been cast in concrete at 
that polM; the counejJ.^tQuId - have ■ changed the 
number of Planning Commissioners back to five 
at a later date. 

"Remember there were two issues: whether 
to have the commission at five or seven members 
and whether or not that decision would be cast in

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Letters from home 


The striped-pants persons at our State De¬ 
partment use a language all their own. What¬ 
ever else can be said about it, it is predictable. 

Every once in a while, our so-called diplo¬ 
mats, designated of self-appointed, get together 
with a bunch of interpreters, reporters and staff, 

meetings, conferences, sununits and a lot of 
other things. Occasionally, the sessions are lab¬ 
eled preliminary, serious, high level, or various 
degrees of important—but always important.

(The latter normally 
doesn’t mean much except on those occasions 
when it means, "at least we’re still talking and 
not fighting.") 

Of course, the seriousness of the sessions

their tans for tin cups. But we can expect the 
things to continue. The modern world has a lot 
of antique problems. 

For as one unusually candid diplomat pon¬ 
dered recently, "We have now had a least 36 
significant conferences on this particular prob¬ 
lem, each called successful, but the problem is 
still with us." 

Guess we should give the diplomats the 
same latitude we give our beloved coach who is 
apt to say, "This is a wonderful bunch of kids 
who played a really fine game, and one of these 
days they are going to win." 

But it isn’t quite the same.

In 1994, we honor America’s most famous fighting frigate, the U.S.S.

The keel 
of the Frigate Constitution, one of the first three ships of our present 
Navy, was laid in 1794, at Boston, Massachusetts. THE SHRINE OF 
THE AMERICAN NAVY, “OLD IRONSIDES,” was restored as an 
inspiration to our children and our children’s children and will be a 
patriotic inspiration to posterity. 

With the peacd that followed the war of the Revolution and 
Continents Navy disbanded, it was not until the states, saw their 
shipping attacked and their sailors enslaved that they recognized the 
importance of a Navy, "the NAVY ACT OF 1794, authorized 
President3^ashington to build six fighting frigates to protect 
American merchant ships for the post-revolutionary Navy: THE

CONSTELLATION, THE CONGRESS, THE CHESAPEAKE 
AND THE PRESIDENT. , i 


The FRIGATE CONSTITUTION represented gallant deeds and 
goodly victories. She stands for the spirit of patriotism, which uplifts 
nations and without which no people can be great. This brave old 
ship is being honored in all CONSTITUTION WEEK 
ACTIVITIES. THE U.S.S. CONSTITUTION PRESENT DAY 
OFFICERS AND CREW MEMBERS UNFURLED A 90 X 45 
FOOT AMERICAN FLAG DURING INDEPENDENCE DAY, 
JULY 4,1994, HONORING THE FRIGATE CONSTITUTION. 

The NAVY was no stranger to flag design. Every ship had the right 
‘TO WEAR WHAT KIND OF A FANCY FLAG THE CAPTAIN 
PLEASED,” and his wife had the duty of sewing it. It was the 
requirements of the NAVY and not the creativity of its Captains, 
however, that influenced our National Flag’s design. 

The colors were probably chosen for sheer drama and visibility. A 
motto was left off as being worthless at sea. The stars and stripes were 
perhaps land-oriented, but the stars at least were apt. As a heraldic 
symbol the star haiks back to BYZANTIUM, where it represented the 
Virgin Mary, "STAR OF THE SEA.” Even after the Flag Resolution 
the NAVY seemed to influence the flag. Perhaps, for the sake of 
visibility again, a naval flagmaker replaced the heraldic 6 or 8 pointed 
star with the 5 pointed molet, which was less likely to blur into a 
formless dot across several leagues of ocean. Undoubtedly, though, the 


Stars and Stripes was originally a flag of the seas, reflecting the 
colonies dependence on sea power to protect their vulnerable coast. 
Even in (Uiinese, the characters "yong-kee” mean “FLAG OF THE 
OCEAN." Notably close to the the word “yankee," to which the 
Americans became known world-wide.

customers very hard. These bills were unexpected. 
Prior seasonal water sales dictated that a 49 
cent/unit surcharge over 12 months was necessary 
to ensure that the bank loan would be retired on 
or before June 30, 1995. The city has collected 
considerably more than they expected because of 
the jump in usage due to the heat. 

What is the alternative? Staff suggests that 
the water rate surcharges be delayed during two 
summer months to minimize the financial impact 
to water customers. City Administrator Sean Joyce 
also suggests that the water base rate remain at 
$1.39/unit as was previously established. In¬ 
creased water sales make it possible to retire the 
bank loan in less time, over 10 months, according 
to David Cain, financial officer and assistant city 
administrator. 

Joyce also suggested that the 21-cent/unit 
Sewer repayment surcharge could be delayed to 
coincide with the expiration of the 0.1.1. Recov¬ 
ery fee currently appearing on the bills at $6.38. 
Because it will be terminated three or four months 
earlier, the cap is $657,412.85 rather than the 
target of $700,000. 

Joyce also urged residents to hold oft paying 
their water bills or the city will credit them with 
a refund. The city will also give them a cash 
refund, David Cain .said.

If adult worms arc not seen, many iimes me 
microscopic eggs are seen on a routine stool exam by your vet. 
Dogs are exposed to his parasite several different ways. First, 
they can be transmitted ftom the pregnant mother via the 
placenta to her pups. Secondly, they can be transmitted via the 
mother's milk. Thirdly, roundworm eggs are passed in feces of 
Infected animals and can be Ingested by dogs and cats. A fourth 
way Is by Ingesting a rodent, bird ot Insect that has Ingested 
roundworm eggs. In adults dogs, the swallowed eggs pass to the 
Intestine and hatch into larvae. These larvae migrate to body 
tissues where some become Inactive cysts. Hormone changes 
that occur in dogs during pregnancy and pursing are thought to 
activate these cysts to migrate across the placenta. Some types of 
roundworms larvae will migrate to the liver, lungs and trachea 
where they will be coughed up and swallowed, thus returning to 
the Intestinal tract to mature.
